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X. Poprad-Tatiy Airŕield, elévation 700 m*, was a civilian field in 1950, controlled 
by the Ministry of Transportation* It was located three or three and one-half 
kilometers west of Poprad on the north side of the main highway and imil line 
X^eaäing west to Prague* The bifehway, rail line, woods off the west bounclaiy 
of the field, Poprad, and, mountain ranges to the north and south of the field 
weré the most prominent landmarks in the area* The airfield was rectangular,

used in í 950 • The airfield surface was le vel and grass covered. Brainage was poor#

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An MP/DF station operated on a ŕrequency of 333 kc . The alrfield 
traŕflc eontrol frequency was 3255 kc . Telephone and telegraph 
Service was furnished through Poprad. A weather brieŕlng rooa was*' 
located in the terminál building. 


5. Red and white wooden markers outllned the alrfield boundaries and the 
-landing strip. Flares (red meaning circle; green meaning elear to 
lánd) were used durlng Inclement weather and lmposslbllity of radlo 
eontact. 

6. Mlnor malntenance was carrled out by one C3A me cháni c on dutý at the 
field. There were no other repair faollities ln 1950 and no refuel- 
Ing ŕaeilities, although I did see several large drums whleh I believed 
contalned gasollne and oil. 


7. C SA buše s furnished transportation between the alrfield and Poprad, 
whleh was loeated on the maln rail line and hlghway fron Prague to 
Košice . 


8. Two Czeehoslovak Air Poree énlisted nen working ín the weather 
offlee were the oniy military personnel at Poprad Alrfield in 1950.

I do not knoW the 
dinenslons . Construotion had also started on two other buildlngs 
I bellere vare to be hangars. The area In the riclnity of these 
bulldlngs was belng gradéd, etc,, at that tíme# leadlng na to 
bellere that concrete aprOns would be constructed. In the sprlng 
of 1951# I saw from a traln wlndow that the terminál bulldlng 
was completed .
